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Issue  in  Medicine  Hat  By-election  Is  Loyalty 
of  the  Farmers  to  Their  Own 
—     Democratic  Principles 

Control  by  Farmers  of  Their  Own  Political  Affairs  and  Co-operation  as  Opposed  to  Competition  Between 
Democratic  Groups  Are  Principles  Now  Being  Challenged — Present  Candidate  of  Labor  Refused  to 
Play  False  to  the  U.  F.  A.  in  1921 — Onus  and  Power   in   Farmers'  -Hands

Polling  in  the  Medicine  Hat 
by-election  will  take  place  on 
September  29th. 

The  vacancy  in  this  riding  was 
caused  by  the  death  of  W.  G. 
Johnston,  who  was  one  of  the 
ablest  and  most  popular  repre-  ' 
sentatives  that  ever  sat  for  the 
constituency.  He  was  a  promi- 
nent Labor  man.  He  was  elected 
to  co-operate  with,  rather  than 
to  oppose,  the  Government.  So 
faithfully  did  he  perform  his 
duties  as  a  public  servant  in  the 
capacity  in  which  the  electorate 
placed  him,  that  all  parties  re- 
spected him  and  both  Farmers 
and  Labor  felt  honored  in  being 
represented  by  him.  His  death 
— sudden,  and  in^  some  ways 
tragic — came  as  a  shock  to  the 
Province  at  large  and  cast  a 
deep  gloom  over  the  whole  of 
his  own  community. 
PETITIONED  AGAINST 
HOLDING  BY-ELECTION 

Partly  because  of  the  respect  and  honor  in  which  Mr. 
Johnston  was  held,  partly  for  reasons  of  economy,  and  partly 
because  of  the  fact  that  a  general  Provincial  election  is  due 
next  spring,  the  people  of  Medicine  Hat  at  a  specially  called 
public  meeting  unanimously  agreed  to  petition  the  Government 
not  to  bring  on  a  by-election  at  this  time.  The  political  fortunes 
of  the  Liberal  party,  from  the  standpoint  of  leaders,  are, 
however,  more  sacred  than  the  sentiment  which  lingers 
around  the  graves  of  dead  friends — more  important  than  the 
need  for  economy  or  the  peace  of  a  community.  Disregarding 
all  else,  Hon.  Charles  Mitchell  and  his  following  in  the  Legis- 
lature forced  an  election.  The  Government  very  properly  re- 
quired the  unanimous  consent  of  the  House  to  the  petition  of 
the  Medicine  Hat  electorate  that  there  be  no  election.  The 
House  was  so  informed  prior  to  putting  the  vote.  The  Lib- 
erals voted  to  &  man  for  the  election.  So  much,  then,  for  the 
history  of  the  Medicine  Hat  by-election. 

The  Liberal  party  has  chosen  to  make  Medicine  Hat  a  test 
of  party  strength  for  the  forthcoming  Provincial  election. 
Medicine  Hat  became  prominent  in  1921,  when  it  rang  the 
death-knell  of  the  then  Union  Government  at  Ottawa.  It 
is  fondly  hoped  by  the  Liberals  that  the  same  bell  will  toll 
once  more  on  September  29th  warning  of  the  coming  demise 
of  the  Farmer  Government. 


AWAIT  FARMERS'  ANSWER 
WITH  CONFIDENCE 

How  will  the  farmers  of  Medi- 
cine Hat  meet  this  challenge 
from  the  corrupt  old  party  which 
they  kicked  out  neck  and  crop 
a  few  short  years  ago?  Alberta 
Farmers  and  Labor  people 
throughout  the  entire  Province 
await  the  answer  of  the  farm- 
ers in  Medicine  Hat  with  con- 
fidence. The  public  memory 
must  be  dull  if  it  can  tolerate 
without  manifest  impatience  and 
even  contempt  the  squawking 
promises  of  reform  and  conver- 
sion which  come  from  the  leader 
of  the  Liberal  party.  What  has 
that  party  done  to  atone  for  its 
guilt  of>  the  past?  Nothing! 
What  has  it  to  say  in  justifica- 
tion of  itself  now?  Nothing! 
What  has  it  to  offer  for  the 
future?  Nothing!  In  the  days  when  Hon.  Arthur  Sifton 
was  Premier  it  could  be  said  that  an  able  and 
resourceful  man  was  at  the  head.  Hon.  Chas.  Stewart, 
comparatively  speaking  an  intellectual  ciphet,  fol- 
lowed Sifton,  and  came  down,  party  and  all,  to 
disaster.  Today  a  weaker  man* than  either  of  the  others, 
void  of  policy  as  Ireland  is  of  snakes,  and  with  no  following 
and  no  message  save  an  apology  for  the  political  crimes  of 
his  predecessors,  expects  with  such  equipment  to  obtain 
power.  As  the  unexpected  often  happens  in  politics,  so  might 
Mr.  Pingle  be  elected  in  Medicine  Hat.  There  is  no  good 
reason  at  the  moment  to  fear  such  a  calamity. 

FARMERS  WILL  SHOW 
THAT  THEY  CAN  STICK 

And  it  would  be  a  calamity  if  it  did  occur.  It  would  be  a 
calamity  to  the  farmers  of  that  riding  if  they  were  so  un- 
stable and  so  wobbly  in  conviction  as  to  yield  up  their  own 
political  power  to  the  control  of  the  class  machine  from  which 
power  was  so  recently  wrested.  Were  the  candidate  nomi- 
nated by  Labor  and  endorsed  by  the  Farmers,  as  the  former 
member  was,  defeated,  the  farmers  responsible  would  become 
the  laughing  stock  of  the  very  party  now  seekinfr  to  encour- 
age farmers  to  betray  •  their  own  movement.  Mr.  Mitchell 
would  proclaim  the  classic — "I  told  you  so,"  "The  farmers

The  issue  in  the  Medicine  Hat  by-election,  as  ably 
set  forth  by  William  Irvine  in  the  article  be- 
low, is  whether  the  Farmers  who  themselves  as- 
sumed the  responsibilities  of  democracy  in  1921  in 
regard  to  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  election  and 
control  of  representatives,  are  desirous  of  retaining 
power  in  their  own  hands  as  citizens  of  the  con- 
stituency. "The  farmers  of  the  Province,"  says  Mr. 
Irvine,  "are  counting  on  the  U.  F.  A.  of  Medicine 
Hat  to  be  one  hundred  per  cent,  loyal  to  themselves. 
In  addition  to  the  democratic  method  of  electing 
representatives^,  the  Farmers  stand  for  co-operation 
instead  of  competition  in  all  matters  industrial  and 
political."  Mr.  Irvine  discusses  the  past  record  of 
the  constituency,  since  the  notable  Federal  by- 
election  of  1921,  when  Labor  co-operated  loyally 
with  the  farmers  in  the  election  of  Robert  Gardiner, 
and  states  that  it  is  generally  understood  that  the 
Labor  forces  of  Medicine  Hat  will  again  support  the 
candidate  of  the  Farmers  in  the  Federal  election  to 
be  held  on  October  29th.

FARMERS  CAN  DECIDE  IN  MEDICINE  HAT 

In  the  article  appearing  on  the  front  page  of  this  issue, 
William  Irvine  very  clearly  sets  forth  the  issues  in  the  Medi- 
cine Hat  by-election,  where  the  electors  go  to  the  polls  on 
September  29th. 

As  we  pointed  out  last  week,  the  Labor  candidate,  W.  E. 
McCombs,  has  always  been  one  of  the  strongest  supporters 
of  the  U.  F.  A.  in  every  election  in  which  a  U.  F.  A.  candi- 
date has  been  in  the  field,  and,  like  the  late  Mr.  Johnston, 
has  been  thoroughly  sympathetic  with  both  the  legislative 
policies  of  the  organized  farmers  and  with  the  plan  of  demo- 
cratic organization  for  political  purposes  which  the  Alberta 
.farmers  have  adopted. 
-  Mr.  MteComibs  has  made  an  excellent  impression  at  the 
meetings  which  he  has  addressed  in  the  country,  and  his  pros- 
pects in  the  campaign  appear  to  be  particularly  good.  The 
result  will  depend  in  very  large  measure  upon  the  assistance 
given  by  the  U.  F.  A.  Locals  throughout  the  constituency 
during  the  two  weeks  still  remaining  before  the  electors  go 
to  the  polls.  Given  the  united  support  of  the  farmers,  whose 
own  principles  of  political  action  are  at  stake  in  this  election, 
we  do  not  believe  the  result  of  the  election  can  be  in  doubt.

THE  ISSUE  ON  OCTOBER  29TH 

The  King  Government  has  chosen  to  bring  on  an  election 
campaign  at  a  time  when  the  farmers  are  at  the  height  of 
the  busiest  season,  when  organization  of  the  farmers'  forces 
for  the  election  of  their  own  representatives  presents  the 
greatest  difficulty.  We  are  satisfied  that  in  spite  of  this 
circumstance  the  Government's  challenge  will  be  promptly 
and  effectively  met. 

During  the  Parliament  which"  has  just  been  dissolved,  no 
serious  effort  was  made  by  the  Government  to  redeem  its 
pledges  to  the  people.  The  "platform"  upon  which  it  was 
elected  was  ruthlessly  thrown  overboard,  i«s  is  the  customary 
manner  of  dealing  with  platforms  when  they  have  served 
their  purpose  during  an  election  campaign.  Premier  King, 
in  his  keynote  speech  more  than  a  week  ago,  frankly  aban- 
doned all  pretense  that  important  pledges  to  which  his  party 
was  committed  will  be  carried  out.  In  the  matter  of  the 
tariff,  which  has  hitherto  been  the  chief  stock-in-trade  of 
the  Liberal  party  at  election  time,  Premier  King  holds  out 
no  hope  whatever  that  justice  will  be  done  to  the  primary 
producers  of  the  West. 


To  what  extent  the  tariff  may  be  considered  a  funda- 
mental question,  may  be  a  matter  of  opinion.  But  there  can 
be  no  doubt  that  if  the  farmers  of  the  West  desire  to  see  any 
genuine  progress  in  the  direction  of  tariff  reduction,  their 
only  hope  lies  in  the  election  of  their  own  representatives, 
whose  record  in  the  last  Parliament  leaves  no  doubt  as  to 
where  they  will  stand,  and  who  are  directly  controlled  by  the 
farmers  themselves. 

On  October  29th  the  farmers  .will  be  called  on  to  decide 
for  or  against  the  policy  of  self-government  which  they 
adopted  in  1921.  Tney  will  either  elect  men  controlled  by 
themselves,  or  men  who  are  responsible  to  one  or  other  of 
the  political  party  machines  which  are  secretly  financed  by 
the  farmers'  chief  opponents,  and  whose  policy  in  the  future, 
as  in  the  past,  will  undoubtedly  be  determined  by  the  inter- 
ests which  supply  the  campaign  funds. 

The  elected  representatives  of  the  U.  F.  A.  will  go  to 
Ottawa  freed  from  subservience  to  any  political  party.  They 
will  be  in  a  position  to  support,  and  will  support,  independ- 
ently and  unconditionally,  all  progressive  legislation. 

The  election  of  October  29th  will  determine  whether  the 
Alberta  farmers  wish  to  retain  control  of  their  own  political 
destinies,  or  to  revert  to  a  party  system  which  was  never 
designed  in  their  interests,  and  cannot  serve  them.

CAPTAIN  SHAW 

The  announcement  that  Captain  J.  T.  Shaw,  who  has 
represented  West  Calgary  in  the  House  of  Commons  as  an 
Independent  member  for  the  past  four  years,  will  not  be  a 
candidate  in  the  forthcoming  election,  will  be  received  with 
the  deepest  regret,  not  only  in  all  parts  of  Alberta,  but  among 
forward-looking  people  throughout  the  Dominion. 

Captain  Shaw's  withdrawal  from  public  life  would  be  a 
very  serious  loss  to  Canada.  He  made  his  mark  in  the  last 
Parliament,  and  he  is  recognized  today  as  a  Parliamentarian 
of  independent  spirit  and  of  outstanding  ability  and  courage. 
He  is  one  of  a  still  small  group  of  men  in  public  life  in  the 
Federal  sphere,  who  have  been  paving  the  way  for  a  real 
advance  from  the  petty  personal  politics  of  today,  to  con- 
structive and  genuinely  progressive  statesmanship.  His  early 
return  to  public  life  will  be  hoped  for  by  all  who  are  familiar 
with  his  record  of  service  in  the  Parliament  recently  dissolved. 

(Since  the  announcement  of  Mr.  Shaw's  intention  not  to 
be  a  candidate  very  great  pressure  has  been  brought  to  bear 
upon  him  in  Calgary,  in  the  hope  that  he  will  reconsider  his 
position.  We  trust  that  he  may  yet  decide  to  allow  his  name 
to  go  before  the  electors  on  October  29th. 

*  *  * 
VIRTUE  REWARDED 

Because  the  Toronto  Globe  has  recently  adopted  a  mildly 
critical  attitude  towards  the  King  Government,  Mr.  Lewis, 
one  of  the  editors,  resigned  from  his  post,  and  the  story  of 
the  heavy  penalty  he  was  willing  to  pay  in  behalf  of  his 
principles  was  blazoned  throughout  the  Dominion.  Mr.  Lewis 
modestly  accepted  these  tributes  to  the  sensitiveness  of  his 
conscience.  The  Albertan,  and  other  Liberal  newspapers, 
published  editorials  commending  the  man  who  was  devoted 
to  principle  to  the  point  of  self-sacrifice.  And  now  Premier 
King  announces  that  Mr.  Lewis  has  been  made  a  Senator. 
The  gift  of  $4,000  a  year  for  life  will  doubtless  prove  some 
slight  consolation  for  that  gentleman's  disinterested  service 
to  the  King  Government.  The  incident  provides  a  striking 
example  of  virtue  promptly  and  munificently  rewarded.

Parliament  Dissolved  September  5th  and  Country  Plunged  Into  Political  Contest  in  Midst  of  Farmers' 
Busiest  Season — Polling  in  Federal  General  Election  October  29th — U.F.A.  Locals  and  Constituency 
Associations  Completing  Organization — The  Issue  in  Brief — Dates  of  Conventions 


Parliament  was  dissolved  on  Sep- 
tember 5th,  and  a  General  Federal 
Election  will  take  place  on  October 
29th. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  King 
Government  has  seen  fit  to  plunge 
the  country  into  an  election  cam- 
paign at  the  height  of  the  farmers' 
busiest  season,  when  organization . 
for  democratic  political  action  in- 
volves unusual  difficulty  and  sacri- 
fice, IT.  F.  A.  Locals  and  Constitu- 
ency Associations  throughout  the 
Province  are  vigorously  preparing 
to  meet  the  challenge. 

Within  less  than  seven  weeks  they 
will  be  called  upon  to  decide  either 
to  abandon  all  that  they  have  hith- 
erto won  through  democratic  organ- 
ization and  representation,  to  sur- 
render all  their  rights  as  citizens 
into  the  keeping  of  one  or  other  of 
the  political  party  machines — owned 
and  controlled,  as  they  are  financed, 
by  highly  centralized  interests  defi- 
nitely opposed  to  those  of  the  vast 
majority  of  the  people  of  Canada — 
or  to  press  forward  to  further  ob- 
jectives in  democratic  attainment. 

In  their  Local  and  their  larger 
organizations,  financed  and  con- 
trolled by  themselves,  the  Alberta 
Farmers  possess  all  the  necessary 
machinery  for  the  carrying  on  of 
their  own  campaign.  With  this 
machinery  in  their  possession,  they 
are  in  a  position  infinitely  stronger 
than  their  opponents.  Judging  by 
past  experience,  campaign  funds 
produced  from  hidden  sources  will 
be  lavishly  spent  in  the  hope  of 
weakening  the  resolution;  of  the 
farmers  and  their  will  to  control 
their  own  political  affairs.  We  be- 
lieve that  these  efforts  will  fail. 

Reports  received  as  we  go  to  press 
indicate  that  the  organized  farmers 
are  rapidly  setting  in  motion  the 
democratically  controlled  machinery 
by  means  of  which  they  defeated 
their  opponents  in  every  constituency 
in    Alberta    in    1921.

CRATIC PRINCIPLES

cannot  stick."    I  see  no  danger  of  the 
defeat  of  the  Labor-Farmer  combination. 

I  would  not  insult  the  U.  F<  A.  by  en- 
tertaining any  fears.  Nevertheless,  it  is 
well  to  bear  ih  mind  that  it  is  not  the 
Liberal  party  that  is  on  trial  in  Medi- 
cine Hat.  That  party  has ''been  tried, 
found  guilty  and  dishonored  long  ago. 
It  is  the  Farmers'  Movement  that  is  on 
trial  and  the  Farmers'  Movement  in 
Medicine  Hat  Provincial  Constituency 
consists  of  the  farmers  who  live  there 
and  who  have  the  power  to  vote  for  or 
against  themselves  on  September  29th. 

The  onus  is  on  the  farmers.  It  is  their 
movement  and  their  Government  that  is 
being  challenged.  The  Labor  group  in 
the  city  of  Medicine  Hat  is  solid.  In 
spite  of  the  political  trick  of  the  Con- 
servative party  in  securing  a  Labor  man 
to  accept  the  nomination,  the  Labor 
party  has  never  been  more  solidly  behind 
any  man  than  it  is  behind  W.  E.  Mc- 
)  Combs.  Men  who  labor  are  not  always 
Labor  men.  The  fact  that  J.  Hendricks 
made  a  blunder  in  accepting  the  Conser- 
vative nomination  is  not  leading  any 
Labor  men  astray.  The  issue,  therefore, 
rests  with  the  farmers. 
FROM  PARTY 

POLITICIANS'  STANDPOINT 

And  what  is  the  issue?  Briefly  the 
issue  for  Mr,  McGillivray  and  the  Con- 
servatives is  to  elect  a  Conservative. 
This  is  a  simple  issue,  clearly  understood 


and  reasonably  honest.  The  Liberals  on 
the  other  hand  never  were  honest.  They 
always  pretend  they  are  going  to  do 
something  they  never  intend  to  do,  and 
often  promise  to  do  things  that  they 
are  incapable  of  doing.  The  issue  for 
them  is  the  alleged  inefficiency  of  the 
Farmers'  Government  and  the  promise 
of  a  "business  administration."  The  said 
business  administration  is  to  be  pat- 
terned after  that  business  administration 
which  spent  $40,000  in  the  constituency 
of  Hon.  J.  R.  Boyle  and  $40  in  the 
constituency  of  a  private  member  be- 
longing to  another  partv;  which  spent  a 
million  dollars  on  telephone  poles  at  a 
time  when  prices  were  InVh,  when  the 
noles  were  not  required  and  left  the  mil- 
lion dollars'  purchase  to  rot  in  piles  along 
tine  highways:  which  plunged  the  Prov- 
ince into  a  debt  of  over  fiO  millions  and 
burdened  the  ueople  with  an  annual 
taxation  for  interest  alone  of  over  three 
millions  or  a  third  of  the  entire  revenue 
of  the  Province.  Yes.  it  has  taken  the 
Farmers'  Government  five  vears  to  re- 
cover from  the  business  administration 
of  the  Liberals.  It  will  take  the  Prov- 
ince a  renturv  to  recover  if  ever  it  does. 
So  much  for  the  Liberals'  issue. 
VARMWC  PTyVVT!  MADE 
TFKTR  OWN  ISSUE 

But  what  is  the  issue  for  the  "Farmers  ? 
Thev  must  not  allow  any  politician  to 
maVe  the  issue  for  them.  Thev  made 
+>ieir  own  issue  when  they  entered  noli- 
ties.  It  is  to  accent  the  responsibilities 
of  democracy  in  all  matters  oertaining 
to  the  eWtion  and  control  of  represen- 
tatives. That  is  to  develon  their  political 
ideas  in  their  own  organization,  select 
their  own  reoresentatives  and  nav  all  ex- 
nenses  of  their  election,  and  to  instruct 
such  representatives  from  time  to  time 
as  to  the  nolicy  to  follow.  This  was  the 
chief  principle  underlvinfr  the  farmers' 
Political  movement.  A  criticism  of  the 
Farmers'  Government  is  therefore  a 
criticism  of  the  farmers  themselves 
Thev  must  accept  the  responsibility.  If 
the  Government  is  not  what  it  ought  to 
be.  the  farmers  should  take  the  respon- 
sibility of  making  it  what  it  ought  to  be. 
STi*ND  FOR  CO-OPERATION 
IN  PLACE  OF  COMPETITION 

In  addition  to  the  democratic  mefhod 
of  electing-  representatives,  the  farmers 
stand  for  co-operation  instead  of  com- 
petition in  all  matters  industrial  and  poli- 
tical. It  was  in  accordance  with  this 
principle  that  Hon.  Alex.  Ross,  an  hon- 
ored and  life-long  servant  of  Labor,  was 
taken  into  the  Calbinet.  Again,  this  prin- 
ciple was  recognized  when  the  farmers 
co-operated  with  Labor  to  elect  Mr. 
Johnston  in  Medicine  Hat.  That  prin- 
ciple has  still  to  be  vindicated  in  the 
election  of  W.  E.  MeCombs,  and  it  will 
be.  Democratic  control  of  representa- 
tives, and  co-operation  between  econ- 
omic groups  similarly  organized,  instead 
of  partyism,  constitute  the  issue  for  the 
Farmers. 

In  saying  so  there  is  no  intention  of 
overlooking  the  Government.  It  is  un- 
questionably the  most  honest,  the  clean- 
est, and  most  efficient  Government  the 
Province  has  ever  had.  But  even  had  it 
been  otherwise,  nothing  could  be  gained 
by  turning  out  an  inefficient  Government 
over  which  we  have  control  and  putting 
in  a  more  inefficient  one  over  which  we 
have  no  control.  The  political  principles 
of  the  V.  F.  A.,  on  the  contrary,  demand 
that  we  pow  accept  the  responsibility  of 
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our  democratic  action  of  1921.  If  our 
Government  can  be  improved,  by  all 
means  let  us  improve  it.  We  may  do  so 
if  we  wish.  The  power  is  in  our  hands. 
This  would  not  be  so  if  we  hand  our 
political  control  to  a  Liberal  party  fin- 
anced and  kept  in  the  intefests  of  a  class 
that  lives  by  farming  the  farmers. 

Little  need  be  said  of  the  candidates, 
for  they,  like  most  other  candidates,  are 
fairly  respectable  and  intelligent  gentle- 
men. J.  Hendricks,  the  Conservative 
nominee,  has  been  and  is  a  prominent 
Labor  man.  He  does  not  expect  to  win. 
He  is  a  Labor-Conservative  candidate  in 
the  city  and  a  Conservative-Labor  can- 
didate in  the  rural  parts.  The  fact  is 
that  he  is  a  pretty  good  scout  of  a  lab- 
oring man  who  made  a  mistake  and  ac- 
cepted the  Conservative  nomination. 
Labor  may  forgive  him,  but  will  not  sup- 
port him. 

C.  S.  Pingle  is  well  known.  He  car- 
ries the  Tammany-Egbert  banner  with 
"Liberal"  written  across  it.  Labor  men 
were  glad  that  Mr.  Pingle  was  chosen 
instead  of  Dr.  Boyd.  Mr.  Pingle  was 
chosen  because  of  his  relationship  to  the 
old  party  machine,  and  not  because  of 
any  popular  acclaim  on  the  part  of  resi- 
dents of  the  riding.  His  chief  achieve- 
ment is  .as  an  entertainer.  It  is  said 
that  when  Speaker  of  the  House  he  gave 
many  more  fancy  balls  than  Tony  Mc- 
Pherson. 

W.  E.  McCombs,  the  Labor  candidate 
endorsed  by  the  U.  F.  A.,  is  a  fine  type 
of  fellow,  quiet,  dependable,  well  in- 
formed and  one  of  the  intellectuals  of 
Labor.  He  is  a  man  of  unusual  person- 
ality and  has  proved  his  loyalty  before. 
He  was  approached  by  party  men  to  run 
against  W.  G.  Johnston  in  1921.  he  was 
entreated  to  play  false  to  Bob  Gardiner, 
the  Farmer  candidate  for  the  Federal 
riding  that  same  year.  But  Ed.  Mc- 
Comlbs  did  not  succumb.  He  was  also 
the  close  personal  friend  of  the  late  mem- 
ber, and  there  is  no  one  better  fitted  to 
follow  Mr.  Johnston  than  Mr.  McCombs. 

The  campaign  proper  has  scarcely  be- 
gun. Mr.  McGillivray  has  repeated  that 
speech  of  his  which  he  wrote  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Federal  election  in  1921  and 
was  never  asked  to  deliver.  Mr.  Mit- 
chell lias  cranked  up  his  old  battered 
flivver  and  has  been  doing  his  best  to 
dodge  the  piles  of  telephone  poles  which 
threaten  the  efficiency  of  his  old  ma- 
chine at  every  turn.  Premier  Greenfield, 
despite  the  Medicine  Hat  News,  made  a 
splendid  impression  in  the  city  when  he 
dealt  with  the  Government's  program  of 
the  last  four  years.  But  these  are  only 
preliminary  skirmishes.  Labor  is  wait- 
ing until  the  busy  season  on  the  farms 
is  over.  The  campaign  will  be  crowded 
pretty  well  into  the  last  week. 

Once  more  let  me  say  to  the  U.  F.  A. 
people  of  the  Medicine  Hat  riding  that 
all  that  they  have  ever  fought  for  is  at 
stake  in  this  fight.  The  farmers  of  the 
Province  are  counting  on  the  U.  F.  A.  of

RESERVES  AND 
ADMINISTRATION  COSTS 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Alberta 
Wheat  Pool,  in  accordance  with  the  in- 
structions of  the  delegates  to  the  last 
annual  meeting,  have  authorized  deduc- 
tions from  this  final  payment  of  3  cents 
a  bushel  for  elevator  and  commercial 
reserve  funds  and  administration  costs, 
which  are  divided  as  follows:

CHEQUES  ALL  MAILED 
BY  SEPTEMBER  5TH 

Mailing  of  26,000  cheques,  covering 
the  dispersion  of  the  final  payment  on 
the  1924  crop,  had  been  completed  by 
the  Alberta  Pool  late  on  Saturday  night, 
September  5th,  the  date  on  which  the 
announcement  of  the  payment  was  made 
public. 

To  those  members  of  the  Pool  to  whom 
no  cheque  has  been  forwarded  for  wheat 
of  any  particular  grade,  under  the 
schedule  of  the  final  payment,  a  state- 
ment covering  deliveries  has  been  made, 
advising  that  no  payments  are  being 
made  on  that  grade.  Any  grower  who 
has  not  received  either  cheque  or  state- 
ment by  the  time  this  issue  of  "The 
U.  F.  A."  comes  into  his  hands,  should 
write  to  the  Head  Office  of  the  Pool  for 
information,  provided  he  has  already 
forwarded  his  Growers'  Certificate. 

The  Alberta  Pool  member  received  the 
benefit  in  his  initial  payment  on  account 
of  his  1924  crop,  of  any  advantage  ob- 
tained under  the  Vancouver  freight  rate. 
With  the  exception  of  a  very  few  points^ 
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the  rate  to  Vancouver  was  less  than  the 
rate  to  Fort  William.  This  favorable 
arrangement  for  Alberta  growers  has 
been  made  possible  owing  to  the  fact 
that  our  Central  Selling  Ag&Ky  has 
been  able  to  dispose  of  a  very  substan- 
tial volume  of  the  Alberta  Pool  wheat 
through  its  Oriental  and  European  con- 
nections, for  export  through  Vancouver. 
In  extreme  cases,  such  as  that  of  Grande 
Prairie,  this  gives  an  advantage  of  as 
much  as  17  cents  to  the  grower,  the  rate 
to  Port  William  being  39%  cents  and 
the  rate  to  Vancouver  22  %  cents  from 
the  Grande  Prairie  country  on  every 
hundred  pounds. 
TOTAL  WELL  OVER 
23.000,000  BUSHELS 

While  final  figures  showing  the  num- 
ber of  bushels  of  the  1924  crop  handled 
by  the  Alberta  Wheat  Pool  are  not  as 
yet  available,  it  is  definitely  known  that 
the  total  will  be  well  over  23,000,000 
bushels,  which  is  very  considerably  in 
excess  of  expectations;  This  volume  will 
be  generally  considered  to  be  eminently 
satisfactory  from  the  Pool's  standpoint, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  1924  crop 
was  short  throughout  the  Province,  and 
of  the  fact  that  in  the  south-eastern 
quarter  of  the  Province,  where  the  Pool 
had  its  most  concentrated  acreage,  the 
crop  was  very  light,  and  that  in  conse- 
quence the  wheat  deliveries  to  the  Pool 
from  this  area  were  correspondingly 
light. 

Besides  this,  there  is  no  doubt  that  m 
many  districts  a  considerable  proportion 
of  the  members  had  driven  crop  leases  to 
creditor  interests,  which  were  desirous 
of  securing  full  returns  on  their  portion 
of  the  crop  immediately,  and  which  ar- 
ranged for  marketing  outside  the  Pool. 
With  a  view  to  securing  the  volume  of 
wheat  under  crop  lease  for  the  coming 
season,  this  matter  has  been  taken  up  by 
—the  Pool  management  with  the  principal 
mortgage  companies,  as  announced  in 
the  Wheat  Pool  Number  of  "The  U.F.A." 
some  weeks  ago.  As  a  result,  favorable 
consideration  has  been  assured  of  appli- 
cations for  the  handling  of  the  whole  of 
the  crop  produced  by  any  member,  pro- 
vided the  Pool  member  himself  so  re- 
quests. Mortgage  companies  and  other 
interests  holding  crop  leases  will  no 
doubt  require  that  their  share,  under  the 
crop  lease,  shall  be  delivered  and  mar- 
keted through  the  Pool  in  the  name  of 
the  company,  and  that  cheque  for  initial 
payment  thereon,  together  with  Growers' 
Certificate,  be  delivered  in  due  course 
to  them.  Any  member,  in  delivering-  the 
share  due  under  crop  lease,  should  have 
the  elevator  agent  mention  his  name  on 
the  certificate,  so  that  proper  record  may 
be  made  at  the  Head  Office  of  the  Pool 
as  to  the  grower  delivering.  If  any 
member  who  has  given  a  crop  lease  en- 
counters any  difficulty  in  this  matter, 
he  should  write  the  Head  Office  of  the 
Pool  at  once. 
T-AROE  INCREASE 
IN  VOLUME  EXPECTED 

It  is  expected  that  the  1925  Pool  will 
show  a  very  laree  increase  in  volume, 
as  compared  with  1924.  This  will  be 
due  in  lari?e  measure  to  the  much  larger 
crop,  especially  in  the  southern  and 
eastern  sections,  where  the  Pool  receipts 
last  year  were  lipht.  The  increase  in 
membership  of  the  Pool  is  another  factor 
which  assures  a  substantial  further  in- 
crease in  volume.  During:  recent  weeks 
there  has  been  a  very  marked  increase 
in  the  number  of  members  and  new

"The  attendance  at  the  convention  of 
the  Missouri  Farmers'  Association  at 
Sedalia,  Missouri,  was  estimated,  I  be- 
lieve, at  from  10,000  to  12,000  delegates, 
including  men  and  women.

acreage  is  constantly  being  added  to  the 
Pool.    On  one  day  last  week  alone,  a

In  view  of  the  recent  order  of  the

to  each. 

Up  to  date  only  about  50  per  cent, 
of  these  reports  have  been  returned. 
Head  Office  cannot  complete  Its  re- 
cords until  all  these  reports  are  In. 
Members  who  fail  In  their  duty  in  this 
respect  may  experience  difficulty  In 
securing  a  permit  during  the  coming 
year. 


membership  in  August,  1923,  but  with- 
drew during  the  withdrawal  period,  and 
who  has  now  sent  in  his  application  to 
have  this  contract  reinstated:

Predict  Determined 
Attempt  Bring  Down 
Wheat  Prices 


Only  Way  to  Achieve  Stabilized  Price  Is 
to  Join  Wheat  Pool 


(The  Standard,  Strathmore) 

It  is  stated  on  good  authority  that  a 
determined  effoi-t  is  to  be  made  this  fall 
to  bring  down  the  price  of  wheat,  and 
grain  men  in  Calgary  are  stated  to  be 
predicting  dollar  wheat,  while  another 
estimate  is  that  wheat  will  be  $1.15. 

The  only  way  to  achieve  a  stabilized 
price  is  to  join  the  Wheat  Pool.  At  pre- 
sent 52  per  cent,  of  the  wheat  acreage 
of  the  Province  is  in  the  Pool.  If  75  per 
cent,  was  in  the  Pool,  the  farmers  of  this 
Province  would  be  able  to  prevent  the 
flooding  of  the  market  to  a  greater  de- 
gree than  at  present. 

The  grain  dealers'  and  speculators 
make  their  profits  by  buying  grain  from 
the  farmer  at  the  lowest  possible  price 
and  selling  it  at  the  highest  possible. 
The  Wheat  Pool  is  a  farmers'  organiza- 
tion designed  with  the  object  of  selling 
direct  to  the  millers,  adjusting  sales  to 
demand,  and  eliminating  speculation. 

We  would  ask  the  farmers  in  this  dis- 
trict who  have  not  already  joined  the 
Pool  to  think  this  matter  over  seriously 
before  they  dispose  of  their  wheat  this 
fall.  Most  of  those  not  in  the  Pool  will 
admit  that  because  of  the  Pool  they  got 
a  better  price  for  last  year's  crop  than 
they  would  otherwise  have  got.

Railway  Board  Has  Ordered  Reduction 
on  Grain  Rates  to  Coast  to  Parity 
With  Eastbound  Rates 


EASTERN  INTERESTS 

APPEAL  NEW  ORDER 


Order   Would   Reduce   Rates   About  2 
Cents  a  Bushel  From  Alberta  Points — 
Ocean  Rates  Advanced 


Following  an  order  by  a  quorum  of  the 
Railway  Commission  on  September  2nd,  ef- 
fective September  15th,  reducing  rates  on 
grain  and  flour  for  export  through  Pacific 
ports  to  an  equality  with  the  rates  for  pro- 
portionate distances  on  grain  moved  east- 
wards, the  Montreal  Board  of  Trade  and 
Montreal  Corn  Exchange  made  application 
to  have  the  order  rescinded,  and  the  CP. II. 
applied  for  suspension  until  such  time  as 
the  whole  Board  may  deal  with  the  ques— 
tion  of  the  revision  of  the  order.  These 
appeals  indicate  that  the  whole  question  of 
the  equalization  of  western  rates  -may  have 
to  be  fought  over  again. 

Adopted  by  Quorum  of  Board 

The  order  was  made  by  Chairman  Mc- 
Keown  and  Commissioner  Oliver,  the  act 
under  which  the  Board  is  constituted  pro- 
viding that  two  members  may  form  a 
quorum  to  deal  with  any  application.  The 
other  three  members  of  the  Board,  Messrs. 
Maclean,  Boyce  and  Lawrence,  adopted  a 
resolution  "dissenting"  from  the  judgment, 
on  the  ground  that  they  considered  it  un- 
wise to  deal  specifically  with  the  Pacific 
export  rate,  since  a  general  equalization  of 
rates  is  impending.  Chairman  McKeown 
announced,  however,  that  the  order,  having 
been  regularly  made,  would  stand.  The  ap- 
plication of  the  bodies  appealing  against 
the  order  will  be  heard  by  the  Board  on 
September  29th. 

Attorney  General  Brownlee,  in  behalf  of 
the  Alberta  Government,  has  instructed  Sv 
B.  Woods,  K.C.,  to  oppose  the  applications, 
and  to  ascertain  whether  the  Governments 
of  British  Columbia  and  Saskatchewan 
wish  to  take  joint  action  to  have  the 
order  sustained. 

Effect  of  Order 

The  effect  of  the  order,  if  it  should  come 
into  effect,  will  be  to  reduce  the  present 
rate  from  Calgary  and  Edmonton  to  Van- 
couver, now  22%  cents  a  hundred  pounds  on 
grain  from  both  Alberta  points,  to  18  cents 
from  Calgary  and  20  cents  from  Edmonton. 
From  a  point  800  miles  from  Vancouver  the 
reduction  will  amount  to  4Vi  cents,  or  2  7-10 
cents  per  bushel  on  wheat.  To  take  a  spe- 
cific case,  shipments  from  Tofield,  which 
is  807  miles  from  Vancouver,  would  cost 
about  2  7-10  cents  per  bushel  less  than  under 
present  rates.  As  pointed  out  by  A.  Chard, 
freight  traffic  expert  of  the  Alberta  Gov- 
ernment, an  average  saving  of  2  cents  a 
bushel  on  fifty  million  bushels  of  Alberta 
wheat  shipped  by  the  Western  route,  would 
mean  a  total  saving  of  one  million  dollars 
to  Alberta  farmers. 

Ocean  Rates  Advance 

Following  publication  of  the  order  to  re- 
duce rail  freight  rates,  came  the  announce- 
ment that  ocean  rates  from  the  Pacific 
coast  to  Liverpool  had  been  advanced  $1.21 
per  ton.  What  action  the  shipping  com- 
panies may  take  in  the  event  of  the  order 
actually  coming  into  effect,  is  not  as  yet 
clear.

E.  D.  AND   B.  C.  RATES  REDUCED 

Reduction  of  export  grain  rates  from 
points  on  the  E.  D.  and  B.  C.  line  by  an 
average  of  about  6  cents  a  bushel,  and  a 
reduction  in  livestock  and  in  passenger 
rates,  have  been  brought  into  effect  by  the 
C.  P.  R.,  effective  September  10th.

Believes   U.  F.  A.  Too 
Modest  Concerning 
Achievements 

Glen  Storie  Says  Organization  Does  the 
Work  and  Lets  "Other  Fellow" 
Take  the  Credit 

Editor,  "The  U.  F.  A.":  V 

At  our  last  board  meeting  it  was  sug- 
gested that  the  directors  send  in  theii 
opinion  as  to  how  interest  in  the  Locals 
could  be  revived,  so  I  am  sending  in  my 
opinion  for  what  it  is  worth. 

I  believe  one  of  the  big  reasons  why 
our  membership  still  fails  to  include  as 
large  a  proportion  of  the  farmers  as  it 
should,  is  lack  of  advertising.  In  other 
words  the  U.  F.  A.  organization  is  too 
modest — always  working  for  results  and 
letting  the  other  fellow  take  the  credit. 

Take  the  Pools  for  instance,  and  the 
Wheat  Pool  especially.  The  U.  F.  A. 
did  all  the  ground  work,  did  the  plowing 
and  seeding  as  it  were;  then  along  come 
the  other  fellows,  helped  put  the  drive 
over  no  doubt,  but  carried  away  a  lot  of 
credit  due  the  U.  F.  A.  organization.  I 
have  even  heard  farmers  refer  to  certain 
daily  papers  as  being  the  ones  who 
started  the  Wheat  Pool,  and  even  now 
it's  hard  to  make  some  people  believe 
that  we  put  them  across  ourselves.  The 
U.  F.  A.  certainly  did  all  the  pioneer 
work  for  them  anyhow.  What  we  want 
is  to  "toot  our  own  horn"  a  little  louder. 

For  livening  up  the  Locals,  I  believe 
if  the  U.  F.  A.  Board,  after  each  conven- 
tion, would  prepare  a  program  for  the 
year  with  a  certain  subject  for  each 
month  to  be  discussed  in  the  Locals,  and 
have  a  bulletin  prepared  at  Central  Of- 
fice and  sent  out  either  by  circular  letter 
or  through  the  paper  to  the  Locals,  and 
if  it  could  be  worked  to  have  a  Directors' 
page  in  the  paper  where  they  could  give 
their  different  opinions  on  the  subject, 
I  believe  it  would  form  a  basis  of  dis- 
cussion for  the  Locals. 

That  seems  to  be  the  big  trouble — 
nothing  to  call  a  meeting  for  unless 
something  special  turns  up.  I  believe  in 
the  organization  being  controlled  from 
the  ground  up,  all  right,  but  it  should  be 
guided  to  a  certain  extent  from  the  top; 
at  least  should  be  suggested  lines  to 
work  along  for  the  good  of  all.

RUSSIAN   PROFESSOR  STUDYING 
CONDITIONS   IN  CANADA 

Leon  Margolin,  of  the  Academy  of  Agri- 
culture, Moscow,  was  a  visitor  last  week  at 
the  offices  of  the  U.  F.  A.  and  the  Alberta 
Wheat  Pool.  Mr.  Margolin,  who  is  touring 
Canada  in  behalf  of  the  Academy  to  obtain 
authentic  information  upon  agricultural 
conditions  in  this  country,  had  previously 
visited  the  Government  departments  at  Ot- 
tawa and  Edmonton,  and  he  was  particu- 
larly interested  in  the  great  progress  made 
by  the  Wheat  Pool  in  Alberta. 

The  Russian  visitor  pointed  out  that  Rus- 
sian agriculture  hitherto  has  always  been  of 
a  most  primitive  character.  He  stated  that 
every  effort  was  being  made  to  modernize 
the  conditions  of  production.  Immense 
strides  had  been  made  by  the  co-operative 
movement  during  recent  years,  he  said.  All 
land,  he  added,  had  become  the  property  of 
the  Government,  but  occupying  farmers 
have  the  privileges  of  virtual  ownership  so 
long  as  the  land  is  cultivated,  and  their 
farms  are  passed  on  by  inheritance,  while 
in  certain  cases  leases  may  be  given,  though 
speculative  transactions  are  prohibited.  As 
the  land  is  the  property  of  the  Government 
Mr.  Margolin  declared,  it  cannot  be  mort- 
gaged. One  tax  is  levied,  on  the  volume  of 
production,  the  tax  on  large  producers  being 
proportionately  much  higher  than  on  the 
smaller. 

Mr.  Margolin  did  not  discuss  political 
questions,  pointing  out  that  his  work  as  a 
professor  in  the  Academy  of  Agriculture 
was  purely  of  an  economic  character.  As  he 
left  Russia  three  months  ago,  he  was  un- 
familiar with  crop  conditions  in  that  country
